1 Half of this temple has been wash¬ 
ed away. Below the ruins is' ar¬ 
ranged an elaborate barrier against 
the ravages of the river, composed 
of bundles of reeds, tied to stakes. 
Half of this has been tongued 
Away by • the floods that sweep 
". wrathfully and remorselessly 
through the valley of the Pei-ho 
each year when the first creamy 

- fuzz is on the rice fields. The riv¬ 

er is half-silted up, the land lies 
exposed to inundation, and the 
nameless gods of the Chinese creed, 
squatting in the thwart gloom of 
the rotting Joss-house, £tre at the 
whim of wind and water. This is 
a type of the condition of the Chi¬ 
nese Empire to-day. [

reasons for this lack of solidarity 
among the Chinese people; but the 
most conspicuous is the elaborate
